A cömprehesivé ticket program of poli- . 


cies, procedures and prices will then be 
finalized for final IOC approval. The 
sale of tickets to the U.S. public will 
begin in: the fall of 2000. Tickets for 
every session of every sport will be avail- 
‘able for sale to Utah residents and the 
U.S. public. No complimentary tickets 
will be issued for the Games. 


“The goal of the Salt Lake 2002 ticket- 

ing program is to provide a fair and equi- 

table process to tickets for all cus- 
tomers,” said Fraser Bullock, SLOC 

Chief Operating Officer. “Opportunities 
_ will -exist for spectators to attend 
Olympic events in an affordable manner. 
The Organizing Committee is placing 
an emphasis on extensive Utah partici- 
pation and youth attendance: at the 
Games.” 


Pending IOC apnteval SLOC i is propos- 
ing a Utah ticket program that sets aside 
about 20 percent of the general public 
tickets for residents of the state. Utah 
youth will also be eligible for free tickets 
through the “Olympics for Youth and 
Children Fund” license plate program 
and a sponsor donation program. 


About 1.6 million tickets will be avail- 
able for sale. Diverse customer groùps for 
tickets include the U.S. public, Utah 
residents, broadcast rights holders; spon- 


sors and ‘suppliers, National Olympic 
Committees, disabled seating, tour oper- ` 
ators and other Olympic affiliated mem- 
bers. 


Based on historical ie data and pre- 


- liminary contractual figures, SLOC 
` anticipates about 900,000 tickets will be 


available for sale to the U.S. public, 
including Utah residents.
